Hotue stenographers are being 


paid the same wage as colored 
Janitors. Some of them are satis- 
led. One, Miss Emma Welty, has 
tendered her resignation to Chief 
Clerk Corrick. Miss Welty Is well 
rersed in legislative affairs, having 
•erved In the Wyoming legislature. 


The pay is $5 a day for six days 


of the week with no overtime. 
Two years ago, stenographers were 
raised to $6 a day? Representative 
Densmore, chairman of the house 
•emmittee on employes, declared 
that he sees no reason for any 
backing up on the schedule adopted 
by the house. The two janitors, 
he says, will work longer than ever 
before. They must be on the job 
at 7 o'clock and shall not being the 
business of sweeping until 5 p. m. 
This program, he sa"ys, means that 
they will be on the job twelve 
hours a day. 


The chairman holds that the 


committee cannot discriminate as 
between stenographers fresh on 
the job.

Legislation 
cannot

wealth. It can. at most, direct the con- 
ditions "under which it is created. 
But 


legislation can and should have much to 
do with the distribution of wealth once 
it Is created. 
Within these limitation* 
every effort 
should 
be bent, in 
ray 
opinion. to the assistance of agriculture. 
Such obstacles as may exist In our laws. 
to the organization of sound agricultural 
enterprise, should b« removed. Such im- 
provements as experience has shown to 
be needed in the laws, under which these 
enterprises organize and operate, should 
b« made. Such measures as seem wisely 
calculated to adjust production of farm, 
products to their probable consumption 
and that tend to promote orderly and 
efficient 
marketing 
and 
distribution, 
should have your hearty support. 


A prevailing agricultural problem Is 
the adequate dealing with bovine tuber- 
culosis. It is well known to be a source 
of great loss to the breeders and the 
farmers of the state. It is a grave and, 
constant menace to human health. It 
can be irradteated by energetic, state- 
wide action. Means to make such action 
possible should be provided by you. 


Roads. 


Roads are becoming daily of more im- 
portance to the people of the stat*. The 
growth of traffic, the increased use of 
the highways for the marketing of farm 
products, make it needful that continu- 
ous Improvement should occur. 
In the 
past, much needed work has been neg- 
lected or postponed with resulting losses 
of large extent. If Nebraska is to keep 
abreast of the .needs of her growing in- 
dustries and her agriculture, she must 
adopt And ad~»«r* to a constant policy

Our skins differ in texture, oil content and 


sensitiveness to heat, cold and dampness. Anything 
that disturbs the demands of tfae particular indi- 
vidual may cause just enough irritation in some of 
the other surfaces to cause violent itching and burn- 
ing.

The wrong kind of soap may act as an irritant. Some soaps ap-

Reviews State's Financial History. 


I am reviewing in a general way the 


financial history of the state during the 
six years preceding my administration 
for the purpose of raying a foundation 
for a comparison of the cost of govern- 
ment, etc.. during the two years of my 
administration with the preceding two 
years *o that your honorable body and 
the people of the state may have the 
benefit of such information as is brought 
out to enable you to plan more under- 
standingly your legislative program for 
this session, and also to give the Incom- 
ing administration the information and 
facts based upon the experience and ob- 
servation of the retiring governor as in- 
tended by the Constitution. 
In my Inaugural 
address two years 
ago, later In my budget message and In 
a special message T recommended the 
repeal of the Coda Law. and in Its place 
I submitted to the legislature a practical 
simplified form of government In which 
the responsibility 
for determining the 
major policies of a state administration 
was vested In the elective constitutional 
state officers. 
Tr.a constitutional execu- 
tive duties of the governor and the ad- 
ministrative 
work 
of the state were 
fixed directly In the governor. 
The ap- 
pointive 
power 
of administrative em 
ployees was fixed in the governor to en- 
able htm to maintain an efficient and re- 


costing in Nebraska 
two years. 


Price of C'oal Reduced. 


The chief executive of the state, act- 
ills in'divldual capacity and not 
official of the state, has done 
what he could last winter and this 
winter to protect the people of the state 
from profiteers in some

such as fuel, gasoline and oil.

The legislature of two years ago de- 
clined to enact into law the business re- 
Organization of the state's affairs by re- 
pealing the Code but in the closing hours 
of the session passed a bill which dif- 
fused responsibility, created six gover- 
nors in place of one. destroyed the pos- 
sibility of any co-ordination between the 
sir separate executive heads, and vio- 
lated and made 
impossible the 
chief 
executive's duty as provided in the con- 
stitution.

would hare been a dividing of the large 
number of state employees among: the 
.•various state 
officials 
and neither the 
governor nor anyone else would have 


- had the authority to remote the unnec- 
essary employee*' or to eliminate un- 
necessary duplications, overlapping^, ex- 
travagance and waste in the multitudin- 
ous number . of departments, bureaus, 
commissioners, deputies, inespectors, etc. 
I felt It my duty to veto that bill and 
I do not recall having seen or heard 
any defense of the bill since that time 
by i.iose who drafted It or supported it.

Altho notice was given by the gov- 
ernor that ho would veto the unconsti- 
tutional and unworkable code revision 
till that was pass«d by the legislature, 
the legislature fallotl to rnake any ap- 
propriation for salaries of rode secre- 
taries; six of whom Vcre drawing sal- 
aries of 15.000 per y-jar. 
Thus 
the 
governor wat left with a code law In 
effect but with no provision to pay the 
Salaries of crtde secretaries. By reducln 


the state for protection against the high 
price of coal 1 undertook to furnish coal 
in car lots at the mine price or whole- 
sale price to the officials of any muni- 
cipality in the state or to any public 
committee or officials of any organiza- 
tion who would assist in the rllstributlon 
of coal at a reasonable price. As a re- 
sult of this plan real competition has 
been established thruout Nebraska In the 
pale of coal, and the retail price of coal 
has been reduced from J3.00 to J5.00 a 
ton and has resulted in a saving to the 
people of the state of about J10.000.000 
a year on their fuel bills. 
The state 
has had no connection with and haa paid 
no part of the expense of handling coal. 


State Reduced Price of Gasoline. 


The reduction in the price of gasoline 
by the state, thru the chief executive 
fixing a reasonable price at which gaso- 
line should be sold, has resulted in a 
saving to the people of Nebraska d>""ins 
the past year and a half of a sum con- 
servatively estimated 
at 
?9,000,000 a 
year. During the summer of 1923 it was 
observed that there was a margin be- 
tween the wholesale and retail price of 
gasoline in Nebraska of about 11 cents 


gallon, and, as governor, I wired the 
attorney general of the United States 
asking that immediate legal action be 
taken against the gasoline combination. 
I also wired the federal trade commis- 
sion and at the same time I wired the 
general office of the Standard Oil com- 
pany demanding an immediate reduction 
In the price of gasoline and 
notified 
I had called on the federal 
to prosecute t.iem for con- 
restraint of trade. 
I also 
uthorities 
spiracy in 
stated that unless the Standard Oil com- 
pany Immediately reduced the price of 
gasoline to a reasonable figure that the 
state would 
feel it 
its 
duty to its 
citizens to establish sales agencies thru- 
out the state. 
The following day the 
Standard Oil company reduced the price 
of gasoline in Nebraska 6 cents a gallon. 
However, during the year 1924. tha price 
of gasoline was gradually advanced until 


in the state 


office. By concentrating 
this work in one department, and then 
properly financing it. the service to the 
state would be greatly enhanced and the 
annoyance 
and expense to the public 
would be greatly reduced. 


A recommendation Is made that the 
athletic department should be consoli- 
dated wiMi the game and fish depart- 
ment under the game warden where it 
haj been handled under the present ad- 
ministration, the same as in some other 
states. 
It appears that the Sheppard-Towner 
act, which Is known as the maternity 
measure, could better be operated under 
the extension department of the univer- 
sity rather than be more or less dupli- 
cated as at present*1 


The inspection department of the fire 


prevention department should, In my 
judgment, be transferred 
to the sug- 
gested department of inspection. 
The 
investigation department of the division 
of fire prevention Itf unnecessary, as the 
fire underwriters supply experts, on de- 
mand, to investigate questionable fires. 


Abolish Blue Sky Department 


The operation of the division of the 
Bureau of Securities during the past two' 
years under the governor's responsibility 
firmly convinces mo that that activity 
should be abolished, and that legislation 
be substituted which would 
hold 
the 
officers of a company or 
corporation 
financially and criminally 
responsible 
for 
any 
misrepresentations 
by 
their 
agents of corporation stock or bonds 
sold within the confines of Nebraska. 
Independent State Banking Department 


The state banking department is of 


such size and importance that, in my 
judgment, it 
requires 
an experienced 
superintendent who would devote his 
entire time to the work, to be appointed 
by the governor and directly responsible 
only to him. The guarantee of bank de- 
posits has been of Inestimable value to 
the people of Nebraska, and care should 
be exer ised, and every attempted re- 
vision of the banking haw scrutinized, 
to see that the guarantee of deposits law 
la not modified or weakened. 
The op- 
eration and administration of that law, 
which was intended exclusively for the 


authorized the officials of thirteen dif- 
ferent 
counties 
to build 
and 
repair 
bridges on promises that the state -would 
pay Its share of the cost. 
The total 
amount due these various counties Is 
1128,567.47. 
This represents 
H deficit 
that can only be paid by a deficiency ap- 
propriation of the legislature and I re- 
commend that such an appropriation be 
made and that said deficit in the bridge 
fund for the former biennium be liqui- 
dated.

Irre«Tularlties in Road Department. 
The 
uncertainty as 
to 
the 
exact 
amount of the deficiency in the road 
department under the former adminis- 
tration Is on ac ount of irregularities 
found to exist in that department thru 
an Investigation made by the federal 
authorities and the present retiring gov- 
ernor during the past year. These irreg- 
ularities consist of a falsification of the 
records in the public works department 
to show a. large Increase In the yardage 
of dirt moved over the yardage of dirt 
actually moved. 
This has resulted in 
the payment, by the state, of large sums 
of money to road contractors In excess 
of the amount due them for the servi e 
rendered. The reco-ds were also falsified 
so that the federal government was re- 
quired to pay the state, which in turn 
went to the contractor, sums of money 
for work '- — 
rende 
goveri 
the 
paid to the Mate on two road projects 
which -was secured by j. falsifi-ation of 
the records In the public works depart- 
ment of Nebraska, by 
Increasing 
the 
number of yards of earth 
moved 
in 
excess of tho amount of dirt actually 
handled by the contractor. The federal 
government also 
discovered 
additional 
falsifi'-ations on various road projects 
but did so In time to refuse payment. 
The records in the public works depart- 
ment show that these amounts in excess 
of the actual service rendered were paid 
out to road contractors on orders and 
approval of those in charge of the public 
works department prior to January 1923. 
This Investigation also has shown that 
classifi-atlon of material moved were 
changed by the former state engineer's 
department without consent or advance 
approval of the federal government, and 
in violation of law and that large sums 
of money were paid out by the state 
prior to January 4, 1923. and that the 
result of this change in class'fication on 
one or more projects has resulted In the 
payment to contractors of upwards of 
S100.000.00 by the state In ex-ess of the 
contract agreement entered into by the 
federal and state government with the 
contractors ac the time 
the 
contract 
was let. 


I hare laid before the attorney general 
of thig state the result of the Investiga- 
tion made by the federal government 
and the present retiring governor,

THE FARMER NEEDS 


Present System Puts Him at Dis- 
advantage in Kelation to Other 


Groups, Murphy Declares 


in Address. 


"The farmer Is the best loser and 


tlu> Kamest sport in the country," 
V. W. Murphy told the chamber 
of 
commerce 
luncheon 
crowd 


Thursday, "and he wouldn't mind 
being left at the end of the war 
with nothing but his two hands to 
work with—if others had the same 
fate. 
But as things are now con- 


stituted, he is left outside the 
American protective system that 
fosters every other groupi and con- 
sequently ho is at a great and con- 
stant disadvantage. 


"The tariff is only part of this 


system. Other parts are hours and 
wages 
regulations, 
immigration 


laws, which I favor, the transpor- 
tation act, the interstate commerce 
commission, the federal trade com- 
mission, and all such regulatory 
groups. 
Thru this system, labo- 


industry and commerce are enabled 
io pass along the increased prices, 
and the farmer must stand them 
all, 
taking the extra money from 


his capital. 
That's the reason 


there are millions in farm mort- 
gages plastered over the country, 
why th-3 banks are full of farmers' 
paper that can't be taken up, why 
so many banks in agricultural 
state are failing. 


"The world price regulates the 


price of grain, and it is to a mere 
coincidence that the present grain 
prices are due. All other groups 
in this country operate with no re- 
lation to similar groups in the rest 
•of the world, and so the farmer is 
out of line—at an immense dis- 
advantage. 
It won't do any good 


to damn the railroads, or labor, or 
anybody else, while this inequality 
exists. It -will remain as long as 
the farmer is outside the protective 
system and everybody else inside." 


Mr. Murphy is chairman of the 


executive committee of the Ameri- 
can Council of Agriculture, and is 
a wheat grower in Minnesota. He
